The  American  Foundation  for  the  Blind  thanks  the  several  hundred  agencies, 
schools  and  other  institutions  who  cooperated  in  the  preparation  of  this 
nineteenth  edition  of  the  Directory  of  Agencies  Serving  the  Visually  Handi¬ 
capped  in  the  United  States.  Without  their  help,  it  would  not  have  been 
possible. 

While  this  edition  of  the  Directory ,  in  terms  of  kinds  of  content  and  format, 
remains  essentially  the  same  as  the  last  few  editions,  there  are  some  important 
additions  and  deletions.  Since  the  federal  Social  Security  Administration  is 
now  in  charge  of  administering  and  distributing  financial  aid  to  the  blind 
across  the  country,  the  Financial  Assistance  segments  in  the  individual  state 
sections  have  been  eliminated.  For  more  information  about  this  aspect  of 
services  for  the  blind,  contact  local  Social  Security  offices.  There  is  one  com¬ 
pletely  new  section  in  Section  2,  Radio  Reading  and  Information  Services 
for  Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped  Persons. 

Listing  in  this  Directory  does  not  mean  that  an  agency  or  organization  has 
been  endorsed  or  evaluated  by  the  American  Foundation  for  the  Blind.  The 
only  criteria  for  inclusion  are  incorporation  as  a  nonprofit  organization;  the 
services  of  at  least  one  full-time  paid  executive  and  a  board  of  directors;  or 
establishment  through  local,  state,  or  federal  legislation. 

Persons  who  want  evaluation  of  a  particular  organization  should  consult 
local  or  national  organizations  concerned  with  standards  such  as  local  Health 
and  Welfare  Councils,  Better  Business  Bureaus,  the  National  Information 
Bureau,  or  the  National  Accreditation  Council  for  Agencies  Serving  the  Blind 
and  Visually  Handicapped  (NAC).  Accreditation  is  of  increasing  importance. 

It  offers  a  way  to  establish  standards  for  service  and,  furthermore,  government 
and  private  funding  agencies  are  beginning  to  require  it.  Agencies  accredited 
by  NAC  are  noted  in  this  Directory  with  an  asterisk  after  their  name  and  the 
phrase,  “Accredited  by  NAC.”  Many  of  the  organizations  listed  here  have  also 
been  accredited  by  other  bodies  such  as  regional  school  associations. 

If  none  of  the  above  can  provide  information  about  a  particular  organiza¬ 
tion,  the  American  Foundation  for  the  Blind  is  also  often  able  to  give 
objective  criteria  with  which  one  can  make  his  own  judgment. 

Further  Sources  of  Information 

There  are,  of  course,  a  number  of  kinds  of  services  available  to  visually 
handicapped  persons  that  are  not  listed  in  this  Directory. 

At  one  time  this  Directory  included  listings  for  Canadian  agencies  and 
institutions  for  the  visually  handicapped.  For  space  reasons,  this  practice  had 
to  be  discontinued  several  years  ago.

Many  visually  handicapped  people  have  enough  residual  vision  to  benefit 
from  low  vision  clinics  and  services.  When  they  are  part  of  the  services  of  an 
agency  for  the  blind,  low  vision  clinics  are  included  in  this  edition  of  the 
Directory.  Many  of  them,  however,  are  parts  of  university  medical  centers  or 
free-standing.  A  complete  as  possible  listing  of  low  vision  services  is  planned 
for  the  next  edition  of  the  Directory  which  will  be  published  in  1977.  In  the 
meantime,  persons  needing  information  about  low  vision  services  in  a  partic¬ 
ular  area  can  contact  the  Director  of  Low  Vision  Services  at  the  AFB. 

There  are  a  number  of  special  schools  and  camps  that  accept  blind  children, 
including  those  who  are  multiply  handicapped,  other  than  those  exclusively 
for  the  blind.  For  information  about  such  schools  and  camps,  contact  the 
AFB  specialist  for  education. 

It  is  also  important  to  note  that  there  are  many  voluntary  and  civic  organi¬ 
zations  and  generic  agencies  not  listed  in  this  Directory  that  can  perform 
services  for  visually  handicapped  people.  Unless  problems  are  directly  related 
to  a  person’s  visual  handicap,  he  should  be  encouraged  to  make  use  of  the 
same  community  resources  as  nonhandicapped  persons  do.
